Russell Titsworth, Republican City 
Chairman, Receives Opinion From 


State Board 


NOT FOR 4TH CLASS CITIES 


(By United Press) 


Indianapolis, Aug. 21—Registra- 


tion of voters before the municipal 
elections in November is required 
only in cities of the first and second 
class, according to an opinion of 
Gaylord Morton, Republican member 
of the state board qf 'election com- 
missioners. 


The opinion was given in answer 


to an inquiry from Russell Titsworth, 
Republican city chairman at Rush- 
ville. 


W. W. Spencer, Democratic mem- 


ber of the board, concurred in Mor- 
ton's opinion. 


The general opinion prevailed here 


that the new law enacted by the 
1925 general assembly, required a 
registration of voters for the Novem- 
ber city election, excepting those 
•who had voted in the primary, who 
were automatically registered 
for 


the election. Tie interpretation sets 
out thai; the city will not be to the 
additional expense this fall of ob- 
taining a registration, -which win be 
required only of cities of the first 
and second .classes.
